The  number  of  patients  treated  was  284,  the  largest 
Patients.  number  in  one  year  since  the  Hospital  was  founded. 

Operations  133.  Anaesthetics  133.  X-Ray  cases  77. 
The  average  number  of  beds  in  daily  use  was  10'4.  There  were 
120  out-patients.  The  Private  Wards  have  been  used  by  36 
patients,  accounting  for  527  patients  days. 

The  usual  charge  for  a  private  ward  is  £5  5s.  Od.  per  week. 

Dr.  Wilmot  Freeth,  of  Week  St.  Mary,  was  placed 
Staff.  on  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff,  in  succession  to  Dr.  W. 

J.  Ledgerwood,  who  has  resigned. 

In  May,  theHospital  sustained  a  great  loss  by  the 
Committee,  death  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Treleven,  J.P.,  who  had  repre¬ 
sented  the  Blanchminster  Trustees  for  many  years. 
Mr.  Treleven’s  services  to  the  Hospital,  and  his  constancy  in 
attendance  at  Board  Meetings  were  highly  valued  by  the 
Committee,  by  whom  he  will  be  greatly  missed.  Capt.  J.  B. 
Cook,  who  had  served  on  the  Board  for  over  25  years,  felt  obliged 
to  resign  for  reasons  of  health,  and  the  Committee  accepted  his 
resignation  with  real  regret.  Mr.  F.  Yeo,  of  Stratton,  and  Rev. 
S.  E.  Harper,  of  Bude,  were  co-opted  to  fill  the  two  vacant 
places. 

Two  Legacies  have  been  received  during  the 
Subscriptions,  Year — one  °f  ,£450  from  the  Executors  of  the  late 
Donations,  Mrs.  Edward  Shearme,  for  the  Edward  Shearme 
and  Bequests.  Memorial  Fund — the  other  of  ^50  from  Lloyds 
Bank,  Ltd.,  London,  the  Executors  of  the  late 
James  Henry  Stephens — to  be  known  as  the  “James  Henry 
Stephens  Bequest.” 


These  totalled  £53  14s.  lid.,  an  increase  of 
Hospital  Sunday  £\\  ySi  Qd.  over  1936/37.  Our  thanks  are 
Collections.  due  tQ  tjie  Qergy  and  Ministers  for  the  result. 
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These  realized  the  sum  of  ,£T51  12s.  6d., 
Entertainments,  details  of  which  are  set  out  in  the  Financial 

Report.  The  Committee  desire  to  offer  their 
best  thanks  to  all  those  who  organised,  and  took  part  in  the 
various  entertainments. 

Comrades  of  This  bed  has  been  occupied  by  4  ex-service  men 
War  Bed.  during  the  year,  accounting  for  125  Patients’  Days. 

The  H  S.  A.  which  has  been  our  Contributory  Scheme 
H.S.A.  for  some  years,  has  now  ceased  to  operate  outside 
London,  and  for  the  future  our  Contributory  Scheme 
will  be  “  Hospital  Contributory  Association  (Cornwall).”  Our 
Committee  desire  to  thank  the  President,  Mr.  Askham  ;  Mr. 
Meagor,  the  Secretary,  and  all  the  Branch  Secretaries  who  have 
carried  out  the  airangements  for  the  transfer  so  smoothly,  and 
with  so  much  success,  and  wish  the  new  venture  prosperity. 

During  April — alterations  and  improvements  were 
Alterations.  made  in  the  old  part  of  the  Hospital — Two  extra 
bedrooms  for  Staff,  larger  store  cupboards,  and  a 
new  indoor  store  room, — and  an  outside  store  for  coal,  coke  and 
gardener’s  room  were  provided.  This  reconstruction  has  greatly 
assisted  in  the  smooth  working  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  wish  to  record  their  warm  thanks  to 
Thanks.  the  man)  kind  friends  who  have  organised  Enter¬ 
tainments  in  aid  of  the  Hospital  Funds.

As  mentioned  in  the  General  Report,  the  H.S.A.  has 
decided  to  limit  its  service  to  London  and  the  outer  areas, 
and  after  a  good  deal  of  consideration  it  has  been  decided 
to  form  the  Hospital  Contributory  Association  (Cornwall) 
with  Head  Quarters  at  Truro. 

The  success  of  the  H.S.A.  in  our  area  has  been 
entirely  due  to  the  self-sacrifice  and  good  work  of  the  Group 
Secretaries,  and  we  are  very  grateful  to  employers  for  their 
valuable  co-operation  by  allowing  contributions  to  be 
collected. 

Led  by  the  President,  Mr.  Askham,  and  the 
Secretary,  Mr.  L.  Meagor,  and  assisted  by  their  Com¬ 
mittee,  valuable  work  has  been  done,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  public  meetings  may  be  arranged  in  all  the  districts, 
so  that  our  own  County  Scheme  may  be  assured  of 
success. 

The  number  of  contributors  has  risen  from  645  in 
1934/35,  to  1430  in  1937/38,  and  still  there  are  many 

in  our  district  who  have  not  yet  joined.  The  Contributory 
Scheme  is  open  to  all  those  whose  income  falls  within 
the  limit  laid  down.

RULES. 


1.  The  Hospital  is  designed  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
Parishes  comprised  within  the  Stratton  Union,  for  patients  suffer¬ 
ing  from  accidents  or  from  disease  not  being  infectious  or  incurable. 
One  bed  when  vacant  shall  be  open  to  Patients  from  adjacent 
Parishes. 

2.  The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Committee 
of  10,  three  of  whom  shall  be  ladies  to  be  chosen  annually 
by  the  Subscribers.  The  Hon.  Sec.  and  Treas.,  the  Medical 
Officers,  t  he  Trustees,  and  one  member  nominated  bv  the  Bude- 
Stratton  Urban  District  Council,  the  Stratton  Rural  District 
Council,  the  Blanchminster  Feoffees, the  Bude  Carnival  Committee 
and  the  Hon.  Secretary  H.S.A.  Local  Organising  Committee 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee.  The  Committee 
shall  appoint  one  of  themselves  to  be  Chairman  and  shall  have 
power  to  make  bye  laws  for  the  better  carrying  out  of  details  of 
management  of  the  Hospital.  They  shall  meet  once  a  month  to 
transact  the  business  of  the  Hospital,  but  a  special  meeting  may 
be  called  by  the  Secretary  at  the  request  of  not  less  than  three 
members.  Three  to  form  a  quorum.  Upon  the  occurrence  of 
a  vacancy,  the  Committee  shall  forthwith  co-opt  a  member  to 
fill  the  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

3.  A  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  shall  be  held  annually  on 
or  before  June  1st,  at  which  the  Committee  and  Officers  for  the 
ensuing  year  shall  be  elected,  and  at  which  the  Report  and 
Statement  of  Accounts  shall  be  presented.  Not  less  than  7  days’ 
notice  of  every  General  Meeting  shall  be  given,  and  the  notice 
shall  specify  the  nature  of  the  business  to  be  transacted.  Those 
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who  have  given  a  donation  of  £ 5  in  one  sum,  or  who  contribute 
at  least  5/-  per  annum  shall  be  considered  “  Subscribers.”  The 
Minister  of  any  Church  or  Chapel  having  a  collection,  Secretary 
of  any  Friendly  Society,  or  Club,  or  any  Society,  or  Parish 
Collector  who  contributes  sums  named  above  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  a  subscriber  during  the  time  for  which  such  donation  or  sub¬ 
scription  or  collection  is  in  force.  Subscribers  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  at  all  General  Meetings,  at  which  6  shall  form  a  quorum. 

4.  An  Annual  Report  of  the  working  of  the  Hospital,  and  a 
Balance  Sheet  of  Receipts  and  Expenses,  shall  be  published  by 
the  Committee  and  forwarded  to  each  Subscriber. 


5.  The  Hospital  is  maintained  by  Voluntary  Contributions 
but  the  Patients  are  invited  to  make  a  Payment,  calculated 
according  to  their  means,  towards  their  maintenance  and 
treatment. 


6.  The  reception  and  dismissal  of  patients  must  depend  on  the 
discretion  of  the  Medical  Officers,  and  on  the  capacity  of  the 
Institution. 

7.  A  Committee  of  Ladies  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
Committee,  and  shall  have  under  their  direction  the  domestic 
management  of  the  Hospital. 

8.  The  establishment  shall  consist  of  a  Matron,  Nurse,  and 
such  other  assistance  as  the  Committee  shall  determine.  They 
shall  receive  their  appointment  and  discharge  direct  from  the 
Committee,  a  month’s  notice  to  leave  being  given  and  required. 
The  Matron  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Medical  Officers  for  her 
patients,  and  to  the  Committee  Ladies  for  the  general  order  and 
arrangement  of  the  Hospital,  and  for  all  stores  committed  to  her 
charge. 

9.  The  Vicar  of  Stratton  for  the  time  being  shall  be  requested 
to  act  as  Honorary  Chaplain,  who  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
Service  of  the  House,  but  Patients  shall  be  allowed  the  attendance 
of  their  own  Minister  on  their  request. 
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10.  Every  requisite  shall  be  provided  in  the  Hospital,  and 
Patients  will  not  be  allowed  to  receive  food  or  drink,  from  any 
source  without  the  sanction  of  the  Medical  Officers. 

11.  All  subscriptions  shall  be  payable  yearly  and  in  advance 
on  the  1st  April. 


12.  (a)  There  shall  be  four  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  and  the 
first  Trustees  shall  be  Mr.  William  Waddon  Martyn,  Mr. 
Fiank  Carver,  Mr.  Thomas  Arthur  King  and  Mr.  G.  H. 
Gurney. 

(b)  Any  Trustee  may  be  removed  by  a  majority  of  two  thirds 
of  the  Subscribers  present  and  voting  in  General  Meeting. 
Vacancies  among  the  Trustees  shall  be  filled  up  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Subscribers  in  General  Meeting  and  the 
number  of  the  Trustees  shall  never  be  less  than  two.  Upon 
the  appointment  of  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  all  such  deeds 
and  other  acts  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  vesting 
all  properties  of  the  Hospital  then  invested  in  any  surviving 
or  continuing  or  retiring  Trustees  or  Trustee  or  the  executors 
or  administrators  of  any  last  surviving  Trustee  in  the  Trustees 
for  the  time  being  jointly  shall  be  executed  and  done. 

(c)  All  the  real  and  leasehold  properties  and  all  the  investments 
belonging  to  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  the  Trustees 
and  they  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  deeds  and  documents 
relating  to  the  property  of  the  Hospital  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  same,  and  shall  deal  with  and  dispose 
of  all  the  capital  property  of  the  Hospital  whether  real  or 
personal  for  the  time  being  vested  in  them  in  accordance 
with  the  directions  of  the  Subscribers  ;  the  income  thereof 
shall  be  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the 
Committee. 

13.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  these  Rules  except  at  a 
General  Meeting,  of  which  notice  signifying  the  intention  to 
propose  the  alteration  shall  have  been  given,  and  bv  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  those  present.
